Kronos was the son of Ouranos and Gaea, in 


‘other words, of Space and the Earth, i. &., of the 


Great Circle; as to its circumference, and its cen- 
ter. But Time itself is a circle, as to its circuitous 
procedure from a given. point in the circle-line 
around and back to the same: point... Hence with 
the ancients it was one of the most usual, and 
among us the best recognized of symbols, that 
Time; or Eternity, shall be represented by a ser- 
jent with his tail curving round and received into 
his mouth. So it'is that here Time is fabled to 
have been born of Space; the circle, as rim, or peri- 
phery, and representing time, born of the fixed cir- 
cle embracing its area, and representing of space. .
